Italian Troops Reported to Be 
Slowly Progressing Towards 
Tarvis—Operations on the 
Isonzo River Front. 


UDINE, June 26.—Slowly, owing to the 
difficulties of mountain warfare, but 
steadily and with grim determination, 
Itallan forces are advancing both from 
the West along the Fella Valley and 
from the South through Pred) Pass to- 
ward Taria, which is the pivot of the 
roads along which every great invasion 
of Austria from Italy hes gceurred. 

From, Javorcek, which Ix about 6,000 
feet high, the heavy artillery of the 
Italians is sweeping the valley below an 
far a» Pieszo, which lies four miles 
away in a direct line, The big guns alno 
dominate the whole valley of the upper 
Inonxo River and threaten Predil Fort. 
Though the defence did not prevent 
Napoleon from passing thix position in 
1797, these fortifications, and also those 
in the Fella Valley, were strengthened 
and co-ordinated in 1904. The Hermann 
and Rabi forts have been provided with 
the best modern artillery of the widest 
range. 

The plan of Gen, Cadorna, the Italian 
commander-in-chief, seems to be to at- 
tempt an invasion of Austria through 
the region around Tarvin, threatening 
the right wing of the Austrian army, 
having headquarters at Laibach, and ob- 
taining as an immediate consequence re- 
lief from the pressure of the Avetrian 
forces massed along the Tolmino-Gorl- 
sia-Trieste front.

EMPIRE PAYING 
IN PAPER MONEY 


Financial Situation in Austria- 
Hungary Described by Neu- 
tral Banker—Discount Les- 
sened by Galicia Successes. 


LONDON, June 26.—A well-informed 
neutral banker, who returned recently 
from Vienna. gave The Times the fol- 
lowing account of the financial position 
of Austria-Hungary and Germany. 

“Money is plentiful in Austria—that 
is to say, paper money, and silver and 
nickel coins. More than $1,500,000,000 
of paper money has been Issued In the 
Dual Monarchy since the beginning of 
the war. The gold covering for paper 
circulation has decreased during the 
same period from nearly $350,000,000 to 
about $150,000,000; but gold is needed 
only for purchases of food and war ma- 
terials from abroad, and these are re- 
stricted to a minimum. 

“At one moment, when the Russians 
were nearly through the Carpathian 
Passes, and people in Budapest were 
looking for dwellings as far south as 
Agram, the capital of Croatia, Austrian 
paper was at a discount of more than 
40 per cent in Roumania, Switzerland 
and other countries, but with the im- 
provement of the military eituation the 
discount fell and it now stands at 
about 26 per cent. 

“If hostilities Were to cease and peace 
were to be signed tomorrow, Austria- 
Hongary would immediately become 
bankrupt. She might be able to pay a 
dividend of 11 per cent to her creditors, 
but not more. 

“Germany would aleo be bankrupt, 
though in her case the dividend might 
be an bigh as 15 or 16 per cent. 

“Austria-Hungary needs more than 
100,000,000 in gold every year for the 
service of her foreign trade alone, and 
all the large Austro-Hungarian banks 
have heavy gold debts abroad. 

“Of course, Austrian and German 
financiers are buoyed up by the bdellef 
that a huge war indemnity will be 
exacted from enemy countries, which 
will pay all their expenses.

LONDON, June 27.—Halil Bey,

Scarcely a house in the best residential 
district escaped without some damage. 
Almost every house on Fifth Street is 
minus chimneys, and all small sheds and 
outbuildings were blown in all direc- 
tions over the Prairle. Fortunately no 
lives were lost, but about a dozen were 
injured. Among these was Mrs. Rosin, 
an aged lady, who was pinned under 
a two storey frame building and had 
her collar bone broken.

CALGARY, June 26.—What may prove 
the worst flood in Calgary's history 
Was raging today in the Bow and El- 
bow Rivers. The Bow. rose five feet 
during the night, and was coming up 
today at the rate of four inches an 
hour, 

Three million feet of logs went down 
the river when a boom broke at the 
1oulse Bridge, in the heart of the city. 

The most terrific wind, thunder and 
rain storm that Southern Alberta has 
experienced for many years swept the 
district south and east of here yester- 
day, The fury of the gale resulted in 
@ bad washout of the Natural Gas Com- 
pany’s main, which cut off the supply 
in Calgary, causing great inconvenience 
to householders and partlaly tying up 
many industries, The C,,P. R. line 
Was washed out t6 the west and south 
.of Calgary, causing damage which will 
take forty-eight hours to repair. 

The Bow River is in the most ex- 
traordinary, flood condition tn the last 
thirteen years, and still is rising at 
the rate of four inches an hour. The 
phenomenally heavy rainfall during 
the past seventy-two hours has resulted 
in cave-ing all over the city and the 
Nooding of hundreds of basements of 
Private houses. The total rainfall for 
“the period stated is 1.32 Inches.

During the Inaugural ceremonies at 
the capitol there were several tense 
moments. When Governor Slaton ap- 
proached the new governor to deliver 
the state seal a few hisses were heard.

Third—Acceptance of President Wil- 
son's suggestion of « willingness to 
mediate between Germany and Great 
Britian to obtain a modification of the 
British blockade in return for @ modifica- 
tion of Germany's methods of submaring 
warfare. 

Fourth—An indication thet Germany 
probably was misinformed in her con- 
tention that the Lusitania was armed. 

Fifth—An indication that Germany is 
willing to negotiate with America along 
the lines laid down by President Wilson 
in his “humanity” plea, without entirely 
giving up submarine war on enemy mer- 
chantmen, which many regard as Ger- 
many's most effective sea weapon. 

Sixth—An indication that any com- 
promise to which Germany may agree 
regarding belligerunt ships must secure 
to Germany the safety of her submar- 
ines from their attacks, 

In this connection the death of Com- 
mander Otto Weddigen and the crew of 
the U-28, who are alleged to have lost 
their lives when a British tank steamer 
fying the Swedish fag rammed the sub- 
mersible, probably will be cited.

NEEDLESS PLEA 
FUR PRISONERS 


Red Cross Prepared to Care for 
Cases of All Canadians Held 
in Germany—Wounded Sol- 
diers From Festubert. 


MONTREAL, June 26.—The Gazette's 
London correspondent cabled last night 
that indignation is expressed regarding 
the appeal made by The London Even- 
ing News on vehalf of Canadian prison- 
evs in Germany, who are alleged to be 
starving. Mrs, Rivers-Bulkeley, who is 
directing e department of the Can- 
adian Red Cross, charged with the dis- 
tribution of food parcels to Germany, 
states, the correspondent says, that such 
an appeal is quite unnecessary, as her 
department is ready to take care of all 
cases. Col. Hodgetts has written to 
The Evening News pointing out that 
Canada is not negligent in this re- 
spect, 

in another dispatch the cosrespondent 
of The Gazette said: 

“A party of forty-six wounded Can- 
adians has just arrived at the Duchess 
of Connaught's hospital, Cliveden, most- 
ly victims of the Festubert fight in 
the last week of May. This time they 
are not quite so badly used up as the 
men who came through the Ypres en- 
gagementa. 

“Pte, D. 8, W. Best, of the 3rd Bat- 
talion, of Toronto, bad a narrow ex- 
cape from being shot fatally, as the 
bullet which struck him lodged in the 
top of his head. He is doing well, how- 
ever. Pte. Best took part In the big 
action about the middle of June, in 
which he thinks the Queen's Own suf- 
fered heavily. 

“Among several of the party who 
had been poisoned by gas was James 
Burke, of Vancouver, a member of the 
Princess Patricias, Burke had been 
put hors de combat on May 21. He 
says the men have had a new type of 
respirator. served out, but that ocea- 
sionally they neglect to use It.

If this question must be answered in the 
affirmative, if the Auditor-General is to 
proceed on the assumption that every 
public man is dishonest and that every 
nameless slanderer is to be believed un- 
til the man assailed has been able to 
establish his honesty, an element has 
been Introduced into public Hfe that 
will make it distasteful to any honorable 
man. Are the only men who are to be 
trusted, the dastardly sneaks who bite 
in secret and with jealous rage their 
political opponents whom they cannot 
otherwise destroy? Has not # Provincial 
Premier a right to ut least as decent 
treatment as ix accorded a vagrant, or is 
he to be assumed guilty of any charge 
any scoundrel sées fit to make and to be 
put upon proof of his innocence? 

We are not making any defence of Sir 
Richard McBride against his slanderers. 
He needs no defence, But it is & pain- 
ful thing that a man who, in a critical 
hour, rose to an urgent occasion, should 
have been vilified from one end of Can- 
ada to the other. Unquestionably the 
Auditor-General is charged with the duty 
of protecting the public treasury, and no 
one can’ object to his exercising every 
precaution in that connection; but he is 
also inferentially charged with the 
duty of seeing that the reputation of 
public men and others who have business 
with the Government, are not: needlessly 
subjected to assaults from irresponsible

Tan Swiss 


A centemportry suys there are. no 
auch people as the Swiss, but only a 
number of Germans, French and Ita- 
Mans occupying p moyntain region, This 
is quite a mistake. There is just as 
mych a Swiss people as there are Ger- 
man, French, Italian, English, or any 
other people, History found the Hel- 
vetit in possession of the greater part 
of what is now Switzerland, and al- 
though Julius Caesar by treachery slew 
many of them, a rempant was saved and 
thelr descendants occupy western Swit- 
werland today. The origin of the Hel- 
vetli is lost in the obscurity of an- 
tiquity. After the fui! of the Roman 
Empire and the rise of the kingdom 
of Burgundy, many of the Burgundians 
settled in western Switzerland, especial- 
ly in the Canton of Vaud, which was an 
independent state with a language of 
its own before there was such a thing 
asx France, and even before the Franks 
had emerged from Central Europe. 
Southern Switzerland was originally 
peupled by the Rhaetlans, who, so far 
as history were one 
of the aboriginal races of Europe, The 
Goths, after their conquest of Rome, 
took possession of the land of the Rhae- 
tlans and intermurried with them. The 
Alemannt occupied the northern part 
of the country, intermarrying with the 
Helvetil. As late as the seventh cen- 
tury we find the Helvetil occupying 
Vaud and practising thelr heathen 
rites. 

The mountainous character of the 
country prevented a unification of the 
people for many centuries, and this ex- 
plains why the Romauash, which was 
a dialect made up of the ancient Hel- 
vetian and Rhaetian language, with a 
strong importation of Latin, gave way 
to the speech of the larger adjoining 
countries.

-treating. They eard the German 
cavalry. tearing after them. They ran 
to @ place where they thought a stand 
might be made with some hape of 
safety, Wut before they reached’ it the 
German cavalry were upow them, so 
they turned round and face@ thé enemy, 
expecting instant death, wheh to their 
wonder they saw between them and the 
enemy @ whole troop of Angels, and the 
horses of the Germans turned round ter- 
rified out of their senses and regularly 
stampeded, the men tugging at their 
bridles, while the poor horses tore away 
in any direction from our men, He 
swore he saw the Angels, whom the 
horses saw plainly enough, but not the 
German soldiers, and thus gave them 
time to reach the little fort or whatever 
the shelter was and save themselves,

HOW HORSES SUFFER 


Urgent Weed of Fund to Osrry on 
Work of Biue Cross Society 


— 


Much might be written on the suffer- 
ings of horses wounded on the battle- 
fields, but the portions of the Blue 
Cross report here quoted, though they 
ate gruexome reading, will serve as a 


reminder that these best friends of 
men Must continue so to suffer unless 
sufficient funds are forthcoming to 


carry on the work begun on their be- 
half: 


Mrs. C. Barton, president of Amer- 
jeah Red Cross, writes: “Among the 
shocking and heartrending scenes of the 
buttlefield, the screams of the wounded 
horses lingered more painfully in my 
ears, if possible, than the moans of the 
weunded men.” 


Mr. J. Ralph, war correspondent, 
writes; “Of all the pitiful, heartrending 
wights I have ever seen, none had com- 
pared to this view of hundreds of dead 
and dying horses on ths 100 miles of 
war's promenade. The poor beasts had 
done no man any harm; in feet, each 
one had been man's reliance; and to 
see them shattered by shell and then 
ripped open by vultures, often before 
they were dead, was enough to snap the 
tenderest chords in one’s breast.” (1900) 

Mr. ©. Hands, war correspondent, 
writes: “More pathetic than, the slabt 
of dead horses was the sight of the 
living ones, There were horses that 
had been hit; horses that had broken 
down with overwork and under-feeding: 
horses with hideous saddle sores, hid- 
den by clustering’ mounds of files; 
horses abandoned for every concelvable 
defect; some for Whom death had 
loosened their rider's contral—horaes of 
all sorts, most of them with hip-bones 
that propected #o far as to suggest din- 
location, and all along by the side of 
the river, where they found grazing 
and water, they were wandering about, 
helpless, forlorn, abandoned creatures.”

GRADUAL INCREASE, IN 
CANS WA 


Casualties Total Almost 9,500 
and: . Nearly 500 Officers 
Have Been Killed—Statis- 
tics by Units, 


’ 


Canada’s (oll of men lost in the war 
so far reaches almost 9,500 in killed, 
wounded and missing, according to of- 
fictdl casualty lists issved at Ottawa, 
While the greater majority of the men 
were put out of action during the earlier 
months of Canada’s participation in the 
war, ® great many soldiers have been 
reported missing and prisoners of war 
recently, #0 -that a considerable, addition 
to the list has been made during the 
Dast two or three weeks. 

It will be noticed that the 18th, 21st, 
22nd, 24th, and 3st Battalions have én- 
tered the lists of casualties; although in 
the case of the 22nd, the losses were not 
due to fighting but to sickness. Men 
from these battalions, as well ax from 
the 19th, 20th and 23rd, have been trans- 
fererd to the older battalions, so that 
their losses are reported in conjunction 
with other units. The Strathcona Horse 
bas also seen some figh + as @ consid- 
erable addition to its list of killed and 
wounded, both officers and men, has 
been made. 

‘The Victorians who left for the front 
went with the drafts for the 7th, 16th 
and 30th Battalions and for various bri- 
gades of the Field Artillery principally. 
Men from the 88th Fusiliers are serving 
with the 7th and 30th Battalions and 
with the Princess Patricias, Of the lo- 
cal men in these units, five officers have 
been killed and nine wounded or missing, 
while among the non-commissioned of- 
cers and men, ten have been killed and 
elghty-seven have been wounded or 
are missing. 

Men who énlisted with’ the 56th Gor- 
don Highlanders.were absorbed into the 
16th and 30th Battalions or into the 
Princess Patriclas. Of their number, 
one officer has been killed and three have

been wounded; and among the non-com- 
missioned officers and men, twelve have 
been killed and seventy-four have been 
wounded or posted as missing. 

The quota whieh left here from the 
Sth Regiment C.G.A. is serving with 
the Ist, 2nd, and 3rd Brigades of Cana- 
dian Artillery. No officers from the Sth 
have been killed or wounded, but two 
men have been kifled and three have 
been wounded. e 

Men who enlisted with the 88th Fustl- 
fers or with the 50th Highlanders and 
who went to the front witty the 30th 
Battalion, suffered the loss of four offi- 
cers wounded,, twenty-two men killed, 
and one hundred and thirteen men 
Wounded or missing. 

In the following list, which shows the 
losses by units, the Ngures do not cor- 
respond exactly with those issued by the 
Department at Ottawa, because it is im- 
possible to keep record of thove men 
who have died of disease, and because, 
in the official lists, the names are often 
repeated. The table will serve, however, 
as a rough estimate of losses by units:

INSTANTLY RILLED 
WHILE DRIVING CAR 


Dr. Arthur Pallant, of Victoria, 
Meets Death in Accident on 
Satlahm Road, Near Cow- 
ichan River—Inquest Held, 


While driving along the Satlahm 
Road towards the Cowichan Hiver be- 
tween 6:30 and 7 o'clock on Friday even- 
ing Dr. Arthur Pallant, a Well-known 
resident of Victoria, was the victim of 
an accident which cost him his life, 
Abcompanied by Mr. Albert Wylde, at 
whose camp he had been spending a 
few days, he was returning after a run 
over the Cowichan Lake road. They 
had descended a somewhat steep grade 
on the narrew thoroughfare and were 
about to meke a turn when the front 
left wheel slipped and the car toppled 
over, falling a distance-of between 6 
or 7 feet. It turned bottom upwards 
and br. Pallant was pinned between a 
log and the side of the machine. He was 
caught across the body and in such a 


way that death must have been in- 
stantanevus, 
Mr. Wylde escaped miracuously.

His Intention was 
found the car falling, 
could act it had turned turtle. He was 
underneath aod unhurt, with the ex- 
ception of a few bruises and a severe 
shaking. Crawling out he tried to as- 
sist his stricken companion by pulling 
away with his fingers the rotten log 
which was holding the latter down. 
Finding this impossible, he ran to the 
Cowichan Lake Road, where he found 
seven men, with whom he hastened 
back to the scene. Meanwhile Mr, 
Mortimer Appleby, who had been left 
at the camp, had become anxious and, 
walking out to meet his friends, found 
the wreck. The car was lifted from the 
body, and it was learned that Dr. Pal- 
jant had been dead for some time. 


Dr. Pallant left Victoria fo visit Mr. 
Wylde on Monday morning. He was 
accompanied by Mr. Appleby. They 
had been enjoying the fishing of 
Cowichan River for several days. The 
tragedy happened about two miles from 
the camp. At the time the car was 
travelling very slowly and afterwards 
it was found that all the brakes, In- 
cluding the emergency, had been set, 
from which fact it was assumed that It 
had been stopped just before slipping. 
As evidence of the care with which Dr. 
Pallant was driving Mr. Wylde states 
that a few minutes before he had con- 
gratulated him on the way In which he 
was handling the machine. 

An inquest was beld at Duncan yes- 
terday afternoon and, after all the 
evidence had been heard, the coroner's 
jury returned a verdict of accidental 
death. 

The late Dr. Pallant was born at Ray 
Court, Maidenhead, England. He 
Practined both at Maidenhead’ and in 
London, his offices in the metropelia be- 
ing situated In Harley Street. Retiring 
about seven years ago, he came to 
Canada and had been living fn this city 
for three yeare. He made quite exten- 
sive investments in Vancouver and Vie- 
toria, one of his properties here being 
the apartments known as Hampton 
Court. He wan 66 years of age and tr 
survived by M Pallant. who lives at 
Brighton, England: one daughter, Mra. 
George Rider, of Broadhurst, Sussex, 
Engiend; Lieut H. Pallant. M.D, who 
in serving with the Royal Army Me- 
dieal Corps, and Mre"A. C. Pallant, of 
Albernl. B.C.

Growing Importance of Prince 
Rupert Called for Erection 
of Powerful Aid in Hecate 
Strait, 


Much satisfaction ‘ix expressed in 
shipping circles at the decision of the 
Government to go right ahead with 
the construction of the new lighthouse 
#t Bonila Island, tenders for which were 
recently called for. Wigp the completion 
of this aid the British Columbia coast- 
line will possess « chain of lighthouses 
unequalled on the Vacifie Coast. The 
Dominion authorities have long consid- 
ered the erection of a powerful light- 
house in the ecate Strait, which water- 
way, with the development of Prince 
Rupert as a deep-sea port, will be used 
more and more extensively by ocean 
borne tonnage that must ultimately ply 
in and out of the northern G.T.P. ter- 
minal. 

This was undoubtedly one wf the 
main reasons that influenced the authori- 
ties to give Hecate Strait a lighthouse 
of dimensions in proportion to its com- 
ing importance. 

The structure will be of sotid rein- 
forced concrete and will be approxi- 
mately Mfty feet in height from the 
base of the tower to*the apex of the 
lantern. The lantern itself will be 
about 125 feet above high-water mark. 

The lantern to be supliiied for the 
Bonila lighthouse will be of the third- 


order, quick-flashing type, showing & 
white light. 
The contract also calls for the erec- 


tion, of a double building, of frame con- 
struction, on a concrete foundation, for 
the housing of the light-keeper and an 
assistant, and a boat-house, with the 
necessary runways. 


All tenders must be submitted by July 
12, and the contract is to be completed 
by January 1 of next year. 


TITAN MAKES PORT 
TODAY FROM ORIENT 


Blue Funnel Freighter Will 
Arrive at William Head at 
3 p, m.—Other Ships Are 
Coming On, 


In a wireless message to Dodwell & 
Co, Captain Read, master of the Blue 
Funnel transpacific Mner Titan, yester- 
day reported that he expected to bring 
his ship to William Head at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon, after a passage of four- 
teen days from Yokohama. The Titan 


sailed from the Japan coast on June 
14, running two weeks behind 
achedule. By driving at top speed the 


Titan could have made the distance in 
thirteen days, but she is heavily laden,

letter of explanation from the com- 
Ppany's officials, who attempt to justify 
the action on the grounds that exces- 
sive passenger travel from the Sound to 
the California Exposition left them no 
alternative. 

Travel on this route at the present 
time is so heavy that the company 


on the most sultable schedule. 
steamers Governor, President and Con 
gress are now maintaining a semi-weck- 
ly service out of Seattle to San Diego, 
with calls at San Francisco and San 
Pedro, while the old craft, Umatilla and 
City of Pueblo, are being operated on a 
Weekly schedule out of Victoria to San 
Franciaco only.

It provided for thein 
twelve motor cars and took a small 
army of cinematograph operators to 
sélected places on the fighting lines of 
both fronts. The neutral cinemato- 
graph theatres are, therefore, now 
flooded with these things, including 
other films kindly supplied by the Ger- 
man Government of British prisoners 
in Germany and long lines of prisoners 
ot other nationalities on the march. It 
is easy, of course, to multiply prigoners 
on a cinematograph film.”

JOFPRE MALNTAIN 


No Pride and Panoply of War 
About French Command- 
er’s Headquarters—Is Most 
Striking Personality, 


The pride and panoply of war have 
gorle, even-if they ever existed. A visit 
fo General Joffre, says a London Times 
correspondent, save for the presence of 
one or two orderlies at the gate, in 
ordinary visit at an ordinary 
hotel. 

Pere Joffre, who has the destinies’ of 
France in his hands, received me at the 
appointed hour to the minute in a tiny 
room with a long narrow table covered 
with a white felt top, probably sixteen 
feet ng by twelve wide, perfectly 
plain, and most likely one of the ser. 
vants' offices in the hotel di of the 
hotel where his headquarters are situ- 
ated 

He arrives in this room at 6:30 every 
morning, and at 7 he has a conference 
with the six leading officials of the 
General Staff, or Grand Etat Major, 

neral Pelle, and his two aides, both 
‘generals, and three other officers. At 
this conference all the reports and dis- 
patches of the night are gone through 
and: diseussed, and orders given for the 
day. Launch is served always at 11, 
and always consists of the same articles 
of food, eggs and cutlets, after which, 
at 12 o'clock, there is another confer- 
ence. At 1 the General goes out till 4. 
He either walks or drives, generally in 
the adjacent woods. 

At 8:30 there im the third conference, 
attended by the same people, and at 9 
punctually, no matter what happens, 
the General goes to bed The reat of 
the day he stays in his room poring o 
the maps. He stays all the time at his

headquarters, save once a week about, 
when he goes to the front to inspect the 
troops or to see generals. A yery effi- 
cient telephone service renders his de- 
parture from headquarters unnece: ry. 

His methods are well illustrated by 
his procedure at the Battle of the 
Marne. All the orders written by him- 
self were already drawn up on August 
27 for the action which began on Sep- 
tember 6. He pondered them all out, 
and then pieced the whole. battle to- 
gethet bit by bit, lke a-.delicate piece 
of mechanism which, when the time 
came, ran like clockwork. 

Staf Reorganisation 

His great work in the French army 
was the organization of the General 
Staff when he became Commandant-en- 
Chef, in July, 1911. To thia is due the 
success of the French arms against the 
Germans, for the staffs were composed 
of men who had worked together for 
three years and are employed now over 
country which they know. 

Joffre wears-a pale blue vareuse or 
tunic, of very ample proportions, no 
decorations, save three goid stars on 
his arm and on the cuffs, and theered 
trousers with the black stripe. 

As that great, grey head rose from 
the writing table the impression of 
the man upon me was that of massive- 
ness, Uniform caps of whatever na- 
tionality have the effect of making men 
look more or less alike. 

The great head of Joffre, the iron 
chin, the kind, rather sad eyes, are 
quite unlike the photographs and equal- 
ly unlike our stupid notion of what 
We cajl “the average Frenchman.” Pere 
Joffre is from Rivesalt jo the Py- 
renees-Orientales, and he speaks slow! 
and with no more gesture than a Scots- 
man, in the rich accent of the Midi, 

My business was not to discuss the 
war, and we did not touch upon it, 
save when in making mes adieux If 
pointed to the long, long Mne eceu- 
pled by the French, so Mttle under- 
atood in EB Note well, and re- 
member the fact, that the respective 
lengths of the line held by the French, 
English and Belgians are: The French 
Army, 643 miles; British Army, 31 1-4 
miles, and the Belgian Arm 17 1-2 
miles, English and Americans whom I 
faw in Paris lately do not think that

Joffre, with one eye on ,the long line 
of trenches from Switzerland to within 
gun sound of Calais, has spent the 
‘Winter perfecting his army, storing 
hia munitions, quadrupling his artillery, 
ruthles condemning men and ma- 
terial, indefatigibly protecting “the ma- 
chine that must have the greater part 
in combating in the land battles, 
Strong, patient, resolute, sad-eyed, hie 
Personality ts only gradually tting 
known in his own France.

AGRICULTURAL NOTES 


The approach of the dry season has 
made necessary the frequent application 
of water to ensure the proper growth 
and development of long-season or late- 
maturing vegetables. Possibly no other 
operation in the garden requires as much 
skill, An commonly, understood, irriga- 
tion means the even distribution of 
water overland. While this is a very 
important part of irrigation, it is but a 
small portion of the entire subject. 

Before commencing to irrigate, care 
should be taken to aee that the garden 
is in suitable condition to receive water. 
While many gardens are kept cultivated, 
others need some preparation, and any 
large weeds, present should be pulled 
and hauled away and the soil between 
the vegétaBlées loosened to a depth of 

two. inches. .The lat- 
i . very, important, as 
the water must’ run- off,” instead’ of 
entering the‘ moll. If the furrow system 
is to be used, shallow furrows shquld 
be meade bétween the rows of vegetables. 
Where the vegetables are planted in 
rows closer than. about two feet apart, 
a furrow in“every second space is sut- 
ficient, while-a furrow in each space 
will be necessary whete the rows of 
vegetables over - tWo' feet apart. 
Where crops‘are grown in beds, or 
where the; soil is/too uneven’ for fur- 
rows, water must be applied By 
eprinkling..* °° °° 

The best time to apply water by any. 
method is ‘late in the afternoon, or, 
better, in the evening, and during the 
night. Sprinkling when the sun is 
shining will often cause 
leaves to become scalded, and there is 
aleq@ great loss of moisture by evapora- 
tion when.water.is applied during .the 
heat of the day.-The proper amount to 
apply variés with the crop and the soil. 
Sandy or gravelly soils should be given 
frequent but light. irrigation, while a 
deep retentive soil should be given 
larger amounts, — 

In any case,"the soil should be moist- 
ened to.a depth of. eighteen inches or 
more at each irrigation. Where the sur- 
face soil is‘moistened'to a depth of only 
two or three Inches, as is often the case, 
there is really little value derived from 
the irrigation. It is much better to irri- 

® email area well than to half ir- 

@ larger area, By either system, 

® complete irrigation cannot be given 
in less than three to five hours. 

The last, but not least, important 
point for the gardener to remember is 
the value of surface cultivation follow- 
ing Irrigation. As soon as the water has 
settled enough to permit the soil to be 
worked without “puddling,” the upper 
two Inches. should be loosened with a 
rake or a hoe. This forms a blanket of 
loose earth which greatly decrei 
evaporation. On sandy sol) this cultiva. 
tion can be-given a few hours after the 
completion of irtjgation, but on clay 
soils it is better to work at least one 
day before cultivating.

DURING GREAT WAR 


‘There Stili Remaine on Streets Bear- 

guard of Befugees Who Filed From 

b Russian Advance yoy 
“Budapest rattles with war flurry,” 
writes a neutral. correspondent of .The 
London Daily Telegraph. The bustling 
activity that never ceases behind. an 
army in the field fills every moment of 
the day and night. The city might be 
likened ‘to’ the narrow neck of an hour- 
glass where the sands of war congest. 


All Austria-Hungary, yes, and Germany,* 


pours warriors and war materia) through 
this channel that it may spread beyond, 
along the crests of the Carpathians. 
The wave of men that rolls against the 
Russians must never shrink nor break 
if the ancient capital of Hungary is to 
be seved. . 

Wire entanglements of 4 pecullarly 
vicious cofistruction He ina broad 
around the city. This tells that a 
month ago the fear of the Russian was 
very real to these citizens. It was this 
fear, expressed in an anxious cry for 
ald, that has brought the domineering 
Prussians who now crowd the narrow 
streets, Even when hob-nobbing with 
their brother-officers, the stiff cere- 
monial’ politeness they affect cannot 
hide the sneer of insolence that lurks 
beneath their military moustaches. A 
wealth. of affectation surrounds every 
action of the officers of both armies; 
they’ are military poseurs, 

There still remains—you meet them 
in street and station—the rearguard of 
the refugees who fled before the Rus- 
sian menace. That haunted look which 
marks all who have been caught in the 
whirl of war has not forsaken them. 
‘They pull their vivid-colored kerchiefs 
close down over their cyes whilé wan- 
dering -the streets The white, once 
clean, embroidered dresses are sadly be- 
draggied. The stout shoes are worn. 
They are told, these peasants, that Aus- 
tria is winning @ great and glorious vic- 
tory, that soon they may return to their 
ho-.es In the foothills, But what will 
reriain of those homes, crushed under 


the trampling march of two armies? 
The hopeless look in their eyes tells 
plainly what war means to them. 

The new levies that now and then 
march the streets add another touch 
of war to the aspect of Budapest. These 
are.old men and boys, the classes of 15 
years and 50. The older-men are a 
gnaried, hard-grained lot, worn to 
gristle and bone with years of work 
in the fields. Nearly all are bowed in 
shoulder, and many are Bent of limb, It 
needs no expert eye to see that these 
Men have grown into habits of life that 
the severest military training will not 
be able to eradicate. As for the young- 
er element of the levies, naturally, they 
are filled with enthusiasm, but it 1s cer- 
tain that they must pay“the penalty for 
their immaturity. Judged from their 
clothes, most of the new class are Hun- 


garians, which would. add color to th» 
complaint of the Magyars that they are 
furnishing the greuter part of the 
terces now contending with the hordes 
of the Tsar. 

Seeing the German and Austrian sol- 
diers side by side, it is easy to com- 
Pare them, The marked superiority of 
the former is noted on the most super- 
ficlaT examination. When we go into 
details, it is geen that the German is 
far ahead of his ally in almost every 
point of equipment, in physique, and In 
the ttle indefinable qualities that 
identify the trained soldier. The dif- 
ference ix so great that it is easy to 
understand why Germany !s winning 
Austria's battles, A German infantry 
soldier is erect under a heavier pack 
than the Austrian; the latter stoops and 
squirms under a lighter burden.

“The Lindeberg fescue expedition, fi- 
nanced by Jafet Lindeberg, the Alaskan 
mining operator, left Name on Septem, 
ber 5, 1914. The party consisted of 
fourteen natives and ten White mon 
in command of Captain Richard MHea- 
ley. 


Voyage Fraaght With Perli 

“It made the trip north to the vi- 
einity of Wrangel Island at a time 
when sdeh an expedition was known 
to be fraught with perl! because of the 
condition of the ice at tht season of 
the year and the difficulty of avol)- 
ing jams and packs. Despite this con- 
dition the schoonpr Corwin, on whien 
the party steamed, succeeded in react- 
ing a point fifty miles north of Her- 
ald Island Without Incident, aided in the 
rescue of the survivors and returned 
within a month's time. 

“The gasolene schooner King and 
Wing, whfeh had left Beattie a week be- 
fore the Corwin got under way, was 
first to reach the island where the men 
from the Karluk, with rations enough 
for only eight days more and no indica- 
tion of an effort at rescue, were found. 
Juat twenty-four hours later the Corwin 
went ite first comlak, or small boat, 
ashore, whefe the survivors, prostrated 
with joy, were under treatment. 

“It was them that the Corwin pro- 
ceeded upon one of the moet hazardous 
trips ever made in Arctic waters up to 
the exact spot above Herald | ad 
where the Karluk Wy smashed on Jan- 
wary 11, 1918, after drifting around 
helplessly in the ice front tite preceding 
September. b 

“This last leg of the voyage was fruit- 
lena, for there wan no trave of the four 
men known to have reacthod Iferall 
Island soon after the Karluk wae 
crushed, They were: Forbes Murray, 
sargeon; James Murray, dceanagrapher,; 
Henry Beachat, anthropologist, and Mor- 
ris, a seaman. After twelve days dart- 
ina in and out of dangéroun positionn 
among the ice formations, the Cr win 
returntd to Wranged Island and thenve 
to Nome, it: voyage wae remarkabls 
for the distances traversed in the #h 
time of a month with ice conditions or 
their worst. 


4a Amazing Trip | 

“‘lt was In many ways the most 
amazing trip ever made in Arctic seas,’ 
said Mr. Phillips yesterday, ‘and the pic- 
tures obtained will be valuable in re- 
search work, showing @ point of view 
seldom attained in the waters of the 
north at that season of the year. 

“From the time the party teft Nome 
the vessel was went ahead at top speet 
until we were well into the i¢e zone, and 
during the last three days before we 
reached Wrangel Island Captain Healey 
was in the crows nest twenty hours of 
each twenty-four. There was informa- 
tion aboard that another expedition was 
on the way, and there was a sort of « 
friendly rivalry regarding who would 
he men believed to be dying on 
Istand, We lost out by just 
twenty-one hours, but aided materially 
in caring for the men of the Karluk be- 
fore we started for Herald Iviand. - 

“‘We were told pathetic stories of tho 
ition of the men of the Karluk's 
crew and their actions when the King 
and Wing hove inte sight along the bar- 
ren const of the island. They had no 
idea ‘that any expedition could «aver 
reach them at that season of the year, 
and although they bed not given gp to 
die it was apparent fhat they had 
reached the last extremity and were not 
daring to Geure carefully what they 
could do with the remaining food and 
edible clothing. They had bees on quar- 
ter rations for three weeks when ihe 
rescue parties arrived, and all that they 
had left was about two cans of shredded 
and dried seal meat and three or four 
pleces of fox meat. 

“"When they saw the King an@ Wing 
they knelt by the shore in half delirium, 
unable (to realize until the men who 
came ashote touched them that they hed 
been saved from death. Seme of them 
stretched out at full length and went to 
sleep, and were eo totally unnerved ant

Next to the Arsenal at Wool- 
wich, the Elswick Ordnance 
Works Are Probably Largest 
in United Kingdom, 


‘The great Wlewick works and ship- 
yards are at Newcastle-on-Tyne, ex- 
tending for nearly a mile along the 
rea of over 300 acres, 
26,000 hands, this 
industrial hive is unequalled in 
Britain, and unsurpassed anywhere on 
éarth. Then, in addition to the parent 
works at Klewick, the firhi' has an- 
other shipyard on the Tyne, large works 
on the Thames and at Manchester, and 
extensive concerns In Canada, Italy, and 
elsewhere. 

And yet, interesting fact, it in only 
thirty years since the firm commenced 
ite feat ship, the wmall torpedo cruiser 
Vanther, built for the Australian QGov- 
ernment. More remarkable still, less 
than seventy years ago, the founder of 
the whole concern, the Iate Lord Arm- 
strony, was «till following his original 
Profession a# a solicitor. Visitors to 
Klawick may yet see the little ‘work- 
shop where, in the year 1847, the future 
world’s naval provider began the manu- 
facture of hydraulic machinery, a 
branch which has ever since remained 
prominently in the foreground.

That 
battle was fought on Sunday, Novem- 
ber 1, and Good Hope and Monmouth, 
after’a valiant but hopeless fight, were 
sunk, no attempt being made to save 
the British sailors who were struggling 
in the water. 

Swift Retribution 


Germany exulted—and with better 
reason than that which made the peo- 
ple rejoice over the triumphs of their 
runaway raiders—but the joy of the 
nation was swiftly followed by acute 
depression, for, on December 8, re- 
tribution came. A force had been 2r- 
ganized in London, sent over 7,000 
miles of sea, and, under Vice-Admiral 
Sir F. C. Doveton Sturdee, had found 
the German squadron, given battle, and 
had annihilated it. When Von Spee 
won his victory, delirious admirers 
presented him with bouquets. The 
sailor within him—he seems to have 
been a fatalistic Aghter—told him that 
the end was not far off, for he sald 
that the flowers ought to be kept, so 
that they might form a wreath for 
him. In that swift and crushing vic- 


tory the British loss was only a few 
men; the Germans lost nearly 2,090, 
Their casualties would have been 


heavier if British boats had not picked 
up @ number of the German seamen 
who had been thrown Into the water. 

Whatever happens in this war of 
shocks, nothing will be more surprie- 
ing than the retribution of Sturdee’s 
squadron. So far as Kent Is  con- 
cerned there is lasting glory, for the 
armored cruisers Kent and Cornwall 
were sisters of the lost Monmouth, and 
they, with Canopus, Invincible, Inflex= 
ible, Carnarvon, Bristol and Macedonia, 
had vengeance,

REJUVENATION OF 
GREAT FRENCH ARMY 


Fighting Quality of Troops Has 
Improved. Perceptibly Since 
the Early Stages of War— 
Offensive Power Augmented, 


“Including all ranks,” writes & corre- 
spondent of The Daily Telegraph, 
“Franee now has more than 3,600,000 
men at-the front, and every unit is, or 
was on January 15, at war strength. 
The infantry companies are at least 200 
strenx. In many regiments the com- 
panies have a strength of 260 of more. 
In the other arma, which have suffered 
less than the infantry, the units are all 
up” to, or above, regulation atrength, 
This fact constitutes one .of the most 
Important advantages of the French 
army over the Germans. * 


“While Germany has created # great 
number of sew units, army corps or 
divisions, which absorbed at a blow all 
of her available resources in officers 
And men, the French supreme command 
has avoided the formation of new units, 
except in limited number, and has only 
admitted exceptions to-this rule when 
it waa able to count with certainty on 
being able to provide amply for both 
the present and future requirements of 
the new units as regards all ranks 
without encroaching upon the reserves 
needed for the existing units, 


At the same time, thanks to the dr- 
pots in the interior of the country, the 
effectives at the front have been main- 
tained at full strength. The sources 
of supply for this purpose were the 
remainder of the eleven classes of tie 
reserve, the younger classes of the t 
ritorial army, and the new class of 
1914. A large number of the men 
wounded in the earlier engagements 
of the war have been able to return te 
the front, and those ha’ been = in- 
corporated in the new drafts, and pro- 
vided these with the useful stiffening 
ot war-tried men, 

With regard to the supplies of men 
upon which the army can draw to re- 
pair the wastage at the front, we learn 
that there are practically half as many 
men in the depots as at the front— 
in other words, about 1,250,000. Fur- 
ther supplies of men are provided by 
the class of 1915, which has already 
proved to be more than a fifth more 
numerous than the official estimate. 
and the ‘revision, in consequence of 
Ministerial decree, of the various cato- 
gories of men of military age x 
empted on grounds of health or for 
other reasons from the duty of bearing 
arms, As a result of this méasure 
nearly half a millioni men have been 
claimed for the army, almost all of 
whom, after a rigorous physical tost, 
have been declared fit for military 
service.

High Grade Securities in De- 
mand, With Reading Show- 
ing Extra Strength—Rock 
Island Leader on Weak Side, 


NEW YORK, June 26,.—Strength in 
investment shares and renewed weak- 
ness *in secondary railway issues and 
United States Rubber furnished the op- 
Posing movements in today's fairly ani- 
Mated sevsion. Buying of Reading was 
the most impressive feature, transac- 
tions in that stock aggregating close to 
60,000 shares, or 25per cent of the 
whole, at a maximum gain of 3 points, 
Except for time-worn rumors, which 
hinted at important developments, there 
Was nothing to account for Reading's 
rise, Other high grade railway shares 
Were in moderate demand at advances 
of a point or more. United States Steel, 
Amalgamated Copper and American 
Smelting, together with a few war spe- 
cigities, also reflected absorption, some 
of which probably came from the short 
interest. 

United States Rubber added 3 points 
to its recent sharp set-back on -persist- 
ent reports that the dividend ts to be 
evt, if not passed. Missouri Pacific re- 
sponded to unofficial statements out- 
lining the proposed “friendly reorganis- 
ation” which is said to involve a dras- 
tle scaling down of existing issues, by 
selling at 7, a fraction above its low 
Price of the year. Rock Island, at a 
decline of 16, measured the precarious 
state of that property. 

For the first time since early in May, 
local banks failed tb show an actual 
cash gain, Reserves contracted §7,147,- 
000, reducing the excess reserves to 
$193,993,000, after having stood at over 
$200,000,000 for a week. 

Bonds were irregular, with more sales 
for “future” or foreign account. Total 
sales (par value), $1,223 United 
States Reg. 2's declined 4% pert cent on 
call during the week.

In the Winter wheat states 
of America storms have caused consid- 
erable dama; and the crop is late, 
which caused a bullish sentiment all 
round. Winnipeg oats opened \c higher 
and was firmer later. Flax also opened 
a@t an advance of 4c on both months 
and also showed stronger later. On the 
local market there was a limited inquiry 
for Nos. 1 and 2 Northern wheat, and 
offerings were scarce, Other grades 
and grains were not in demand. The 
Weather chart shows the temperature 
creeping higher, The lowest recorded 
Was 43 deg. at Swan River and the 
highest 82 deg. at Medicine Hat. Rains 
have been general in all thé southern 
Purte of the wheat Provinces and in 
Central Alberta. .

NOTED POLO PLAYER 
POISONED BY GAS 


Captain Noel Bdwards, Who Flayed 
Magnificently for English Polo 
Team, Victim of Germans 


Captain Noel Edwards, %th Lancers, 
the polo player, died in hospital in 
France on May 25 from the effects of 
gas voisoning. He was the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Arthur Edwards, of Beech 
Hill Park, Waltham Abbey, . Born in 
1883, he received his commission in 
1903, was promoted Neutenant in 1905, 
and captain in 1912, having earlier in the 
wame year become adlutant in the Terri- 
torial Force, 

Captain Edwards will be remembered 
as one of the finest polo players of his 
time, He made his first appearance on 
a London polo field in the Public Schools 
Cup at Roehampton in 1909. This was 


|, the year which saw the English team so 


strprisingly and disestrously defeated 
by Mr. H. P. Whitney's Meadowbrook 
side in the matches for the International 
Polo Cup. It was a time at which @ 
promising young player enjoyed great 
opportunities, because after the sweep- 
ing American victories it was realized 
that some of the Engusn team had seen 
their best days, and that radical changes 
must be made if the cup was to be re- 
covered from America. Captain Kdwards 
came very quickly right to the front. 
Writing of him two years later, in 1911, 
The Times correspondent said:—'Those 
who had eyes to see and who witnessed 
Mr. Noel Edward's first appearance... . 
were aware... that a player had 
arrived who seemed destined to earn 
great distinction. .. He te a fipe horse- 
man, and has the knack of befhg ubiqui- 
tous without appearing (© leave his 
place, and he always manages to do @ 
great deal of other people's work, if 
need be, without neglecting his own. 
He plays with a determination that is 
merciless; and he does not appear to 
know what nervousness is, He can get 
the last ounce out of any pony after the 
shortest acquaintance, and he fits In 
automatically with any combination of 
players.” 

This high praise Captain Edwards jus. 
tified by his play as a member of Cap- 
tain Hardres Lioyd's team in America 
in the same year. He played No, 2 for 
England in both matches, which were 
both won by the Meadowbrook team 
after a very hard struggle in each case. 
In the trial games he had not #hown 
pis proper form, but in the first match 
he played magnificently and hit a1! 
of the three goals credited to Eng- 
land, In 1913 Captain Edwards again 
went to America with the team led 
by Captain Ritson, and played in the 
first match at Meadowbrook, but on 
thix oceasion his play was hardly uo 
brilliant as had been hoped.

CARMAN HAS PUT 
TRUST IN MEHLANS 


New York Life Reviews Posi- 
tion of Kaiser's Servants— 
Every Crime Is Justifiable if 
Necessary to Success, 


Germany has put her trust in mech- 
anism, and means to sink or swim with 
it, says New York Life. The Prussian 
army was a mechanism, and with the 
help of Bismarck it took possession of 
all Germany. The whole country has 
been mechanized, 80, to be sure, has 
all the Weftern world, which now rests 
upon a basis of machinery. But Ger- 
many is the leading exponent and vic- 
tim of this new method of life, Since 
she became Prussianized, she has made 
steady and rapid progress towards be- 
coming a perfect machine and past- 
mistress in all things mechanical, She 
hoped for national salvation—;for bound- 
less Wealth, boundless power, the mas- 
tery of the earth—as a result of mak- 
ing the best use of the most efficient 
machines, That is what she stands for 
just now; machines and a boundless ap- 
petite for all they can win for. her. 

Of course, she must stick up for sub- 
marines in anything they do. They are 
part of her new religion of mechanism. 
The leading tenet of her new faith ts: 
Whatever a machine can be made to do 
in right. Her invading army was a ma- 
chine, For nothing that it did in Bel- 
gium or in Northern France has Ger- 
many shown remorse. Her machine can 
do no wrong either in general aim or 
in details. The whole duty of a ma- 
chine is efficiency; nothing else mat- 
tera. 

That is her attitude about the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania, What are subma- 
rines for except to sink enemy ships? If 
non-combatants are on board, so much 
the worse for non-combatants; if neu- 
trals are on board, #0 much 
the worse for neutrals, What- 
ever happens, a German machine 
can do no wrong. For Germany fo ad- 
mit the contrary is to give up her whole 
case, her whole ideal, Her sole reli- 
ance is on force and mechanism, and 
she is bound to justify them. Every- 
thing else she has to let go; her friends, 
her word, her honor, her civilization— 
they are all laughing stocks or sub- 
jects for tears; but her machines are 
good, and she is bound to stand by 
them, 

Military Necessity 

The German doctrine of military ne- 
cessity is as though a man should say: 
“Here Iam ina bad hole. To get out it is 
necessary to shoot my neighbor, Wil- 
Ham Smith, brain his wife, throw hia 
baby down the well, kidnap his daugh- 
ters, carry off his household effects, and 
burn' his buildings. It Is not that Wil- 
liam is my enemy or has done me any 
harm, but I have got to make myself 
respected in the community, so that my 
necessary plans can go through. wil- 
Mam liven next to the bank. If he 
would let me through his property so 
1 could get into the bank's basement 
and supply my needs, it would be all 
right. But he won't. I know he won't. 
He is a pig-headed devil, and must take 
the consequences of his infernal ob- 
stinacy. Francis, the bank watchman, 
will make a lot of trouble for me if T 
don't get the start of him. Also, John 
will butt In, and want to do me an tfn- 
Jury, and Sam, across the lake, will be 
sailing over to find out what's what. 
I must fix it to kill Francis, and stand 
off John, and sink his sall-boat, and 
Sam's too, somehow. And no doubt all 
the neighbors will raise a howl, but 
what is a man to do when he is in a 
hole? He must just take the necessary 
Measures to get out, and trust in God 
who will recognize his needs and en- 
dorse his expedients.”
